as 65 to 80 blossoms on one stem. Lach flower has a stem 6 to 8 inches 
long allowing cutting as they bioom ovt. Fine for corsage work. Care 
should be taken that the bulbs be planted at Jeast 8 inches deep here 
in the.Northwest. No trouble to winter over if planted at this denvh.
